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said lens further comprise first and second biasers located near said first and QK- 


second apices, respectively, and configured to bias said viewing elements toward one of 
said accommodated position and said unaccommodated position; 

2 1 . (NEW) The lens of Claim 20, wherein at least one of the biasers is a_U I shaged 
sp ring membe r located adjacent to one of said apices. 

22. (NEW) The lens of Claim 20, wherein at least one of the biasers is a longitudinal- 
compression spring spanning one of said apices and int erconnecting the anterio r biasing element 
and the posterior biasing element.
